THE multi-million pound 
redevelopment of Woolwich town 
centre has taken a step forward with 
the start of demolition works on two 
landmark buildings. 

Work on the Crown building in 
Woolwich New Road and the Royal Mail 
sorting office next to it began last month 
in the latest stage of the Woolwich Central 
development, a massive regeneration 
project set to transform the town centre. 

The 1.4m sq foot project will see 960 new 
homes, a new flagship Tesco store, and 
other smaller shops, as well as hundreds 
of new jobs. 

The development is being built in Love 
Lane next to the new Woolwich Centre in 
Wellington Street. It will form a vital part 
of the regeneration of Woolwich and is set 
to provide an exciting new centrepiece for 
the town centre. 

The demolition of the Crown building 
and the sorting office marks an important 
milestone as it represents the end of 
clearance works on the site and opens 
it up to views of the newly refurbished 
General Gordon Square.

“My wife read about this in 
Greenwich Time and is glad 
to get me out of the house. 
It’s been a fantastic year. 
We’ve done loads of bits and 
pieces, including wheelchair 
ramps and a garden for 
Turning Pages Community 
Centre in Nesbit Road. We’ve 
also just made a chicken 
coop at the Samuel Montagu 
Youth Centre in Kidbrooke. 
We’ve just finished the

Tony was an HGV mechanic 
for 30 years and spent his last 


10 years as a council binman. 
He said: “We all get on well. 
There’s no argumentative 
people among us. If someone 
says you’re doing something 
wrong you don’t argue, you 
just listen and agree how to 
do it. 

“Irish in Greenwich run 
a lunch club here on a 
Thursday and some of us 
join them for a cooked meal 
and their people pop in to 
ask us to do things. One 
disabled bloke asked me to 
mend the chair he needs in 
his bathroom and that’s job 
satisfaction.” 

The pocket dynamo behind 
the scheme is Age Concern 
Greenwich’s Pauline 

Cahill. The project manager 
said: “It’s incredible how 
successful it has been but it’s 
the sheer joy of the project 
that matters most. The guys 
are wonderful.”

RESIDENTS of Nightingale Vale in 
Woolwich look set to become super 
fit after the arrival a new outdoor 
gym. 

The equipment has been provided by 
the Olympic Delivery Authority (ODA) 
as an Olympic legacy gift, while work on 
the Games’ shooting and archery venue 
continues nearby on Woolwich Common. 

The gym has seven different pieces of 
equipment including a rowing machine, 
dip bars, a walker and a pull down press. 

Some expert advice on how to use it 
was provided last weekend when privates 
Daniel Benton and Matt Radley - both 
physical training instructors from the 
Royal Artillery at Woolwich Barracks - 
went along to run a coaching session. 

They were joined by Cllr Steve Off or d, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet member for 
housing. Cllr Offord said: “We wrote to 
everyone on the estate, asking for their 
views on where the gym should be sited. 

“There was a very good response - about 
200 replied. It’s here for people to use, 
rather than having to pay to go to a gym. 

“These outdoor gyms are a tremendous 
innovation, and it’s good for everyone 
that they have one here.” 

Residents were delighted with the new 
equipment. Mahamed Muday, who was 
using it for the first time, said: “It’s 
beautiful - I desperately need to get fit, 
and I will use it.” Owie Iyoha said: “I used 
to go to the outdoor gym in Sutcliffe Park, 
and I don’t need to now. I’ll be using it all 
the time.” And Atul Desai said: “It’s very 
good and very much needed. It’s great for 
me, and I’ll try to use it every morning.” 

Resident Dizzy Cook came up with the 
idea for the gym at an open meeting with 
the ODA. He said: “I went to them and 
suggested it after speaking to people on 
the estate. It was put in only one month 
after the ODA had a public meeting at the

together to spend a 
day celebrating their 
achievements. 

The event was Greenwich 
Young People’s Council’s 
(GYPC) annual Y-Factor

OUTSTANDING in every way - that 
was the verdict on the under-3s part 
of a Greenwich nursery following an 
Ofsted inspection in October. 

Provision for under-3s at the Rachel 
McMillan Nursery in McMillan Street 
gained full marks for its policies and 
procedures and the way it safeguards and 
develops its 32 children. 

The Ofsted inspector described the 
children as “animated, happy and 
enjoying a wonderful foundation for 
their learning in a vibrant and highly 
inclusive setting.” She added: “The 
leadership and staff are committed to 
improving even further the exceptionally 
high standards.” 

The inspector spent a day at the school, 
which began as a nursery nearly 100 
years ago, and talked to headteacher 
Theresa Lane and her staff. 

Deputy headteacher Rachel Hogarth said: 
“The under-3s takes children from three 
months old, and the inspector commented 
that our policy on safeguarding children 


struck a wonderful balance between 
keeping them safe and protected, but 
allowing them to take sensible risks 
when playing. She said there was a rich 
and varied learning experience, and 
we allowed the children to follow their 
individual interests. 

“We achieved an ‘outstanding’ on 
everything we could be judged on, and 
the 16 staff have worked incredibly hard 
to get this. We are constantly looking at 
ways to improve what we do, and the staff 
see themselves as being there to learn as 
much as the children are there to learn.” 

The nursery school is run by Greenwich 
Council, and also takes children aged 
three and four. It also has an integrated 
children’s centre for families and 
children, which runs services such as 
playgroups and drop-in sessions to help 
families with languages and healthy 
living, and holds courses for parents on 
healthy eating. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for children and young people, 
said: “The staff at Rachel McMillan 
should be congratulated on achieving 
such a fine Ofsted report.”

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Tax Credit changes for couples with children 


WORKING Tax Credit (WTC) provides 
extra financial help for people in full- 
time work (for 16 or more hours a 
week). From April 2012 couples with 
children will need to work for 24 
hours a week between them (with one 
working at least 16 hours) to get WTC. 
Currently couples with children only 
need to be working for 16 hours a 
week to qualify. 

Couples who currently receive WTC 
but work for less than 24 hours a 
week will no longer be entitled to 
this help from April. Greenwich 
Council is alerting residents about 


the change now so that people who 
may be affected can take steps to try 
to increase their hours if possible in 
order to retain entitlement to WTC 
next year. 

Remember: even if you are working 
for 16 hours and your partner gets a 
part-time job for 8 hours a week, you 
will still qualify for WTC. 

The changes affect couples with 
children. Lone parents will continue 
to qualify if they are working for 16 
hours or more. 

• To check if you may be able to 
claim WTC or any other entitlements 


(such as help towards your rent or 
council tax), please contact Greenwich

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The area where the buildings 
stood will form a new public 
space and an attractive entry 
point from the square to the new 
Woolwich Central development. 

The buildings are being 
knocked down in a controlled 
demolition with brickwork 
painstainkingly removed piece 
by piece because of their close 
proximity to the road, nearby 
office blocks and the new 
Woolwich Central building. 

Demolition of the two 
buildings is creating hundreds 
of cubic feet of concrete, steel 
reinforcement and mixed 
waste. The concrete will be used 
to fill the existing basement, 
and other waste such as bricks 
and rubble will be recycled and 
re-used in further phases of the 
development. 

It includes feature brickwork 
from the Victorian post office 


building, and some of the bricks 
engraved with ‘VR’, are being 
retained. 

Demolition work is due to be 
finished by the end of January.

THE FALL never was, and never will 
be a democracy. 

Watching Mark E Smith at the 
lndigo2 it’s easy to see why he has 
been through so many line-ups. Most of his 
energy seems focussed on antagonising his 
fellow man. 

Tonight it’s the guitarist who bares the brunt 
of the singer’s infamous meddling. He’s 
barely plugged in before Smith sidles over to 
the amp and starts messing with it. 
Well-drilled and aggressive in tone, this 
incarnation of the band (like most the others), 
is an army unit as much as a band. No room 
for sentiment, no room for personality. It’s 
a strange paradox that renders the line-up 
both completely distant from one another, 
and at the same time singularly solid. 

The soundman certainly earns his corn. 

Every time the singer makes a grab at one 
of the amps the poor chap behind the mixing 
desk is tasked with rectifying the on-stage 
changes. Sonically it makes for an interesting 
listen. There are times when the frontman’s 
twist of a button enhances the dynamic. Other 
instances leave the guitar rinky-dinking at 
low volume or completely inaudible. 

The singer’s machine-gun vocal rarely 
wavers from the kind of conviction that has 
become a bi-word for the self-confident 
music that invariably comes out of 
Manchester. 

As is his wont, much of the show tonight is 
made up of material from the Fall’s latest 
offering, (their 29th), Ersatz GB. The set 
kicks off with the energetic and typically

The ATP Finals at 
The 02 smashed 
the Paris Masters 
into touch , says 

Peter Cordwell 


A TIP for any prospective young 
journalist out there: when you’re asked 
to get vox pops in the street, look out 
for people standing relatively still. 

If they’re moving they instinctively 
break into a sprint when they spot you 
hovering with intent. 

Outside The 02 for the Barclays ATP 
World Tour Finals, I turned on Smile B 
for three lovely mature ladies as they 
rummaged for their tickets. 

It turns out they were Swiss, from 
Montreux, and having, they said, 
a big fish of a time at Greenwich’s 
world-class arena. 

"I love it because last time I saw twice 
Roger Federer,” said their buzzing 
spokeslady, whose name (she spelt it 
for me) was Simone Jacquesmettaz. 

“I think this place is great, very nice,” 
she added. “Lots of lovely eating places 
but even better with a Pret a Manger! 

We also need more information about 
what is going on, who wins, who’s 
playing tomorrow, information like 
that.” 

My pigeon French was beginning to 
desert me but I gathered they had onze 
grandchildren between them. The great 
thing about The 02 is that you don’t 
have to send for an ambiance. The 
moment you step on to the concourse 
the buzz begins. Alex, Terry, Little D 
and I were probably the only ones there 
- not counting Andy Murray’s mum Judy 
and Tomas Berdych’s timid girlfriend 


- who also attended the Paris Masters 
earlier in the month. 

Com-Paris-ons can be odious but in this 
case there is no comparison. The Palais 
Omnisports is Sincil Bank to the Nou 
Camp. 

D’accord, the synchronised clapping 
borders on embarrassment and it’ll 
be a long time before anyone from 
Kidbrooke masters the brilliantly gallic 
“Allez-ayayaya-oooop!” But these are 
minor concerns that, with intensive 
training, can be developed locally. 

In Paris you’re zapped by a little 
machine every time you raise your hand 
and, unlike The 02, you can’t be trusted 
to take in a plastic beaker of dry white 
before new balls. 

Sky Sports pundit Mark Petchey made 
another excellent point when we 
chewed the fat briefly earlier in the 
week. 

He pointed out that you can also chow 
down on an incredible choice of food 
at The 02 restaurants after the final 
set. At Bercy, where the Paris Masters 
is held, you have to leave the venue if 
you’re hankering after a snail or two. 
Swiss Simone’s hero, Roger Federer 
duly subdued Frenchman Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga in the final, and all we could do 
was wish that the late great Deptford 
left-hander Jason Ricketts - him of the 
black plimsolls and string vest - was 
still here to represent England with 
pride. 


'Bell of 
the ball 


IF practice really does make perfect, 
then the cast of Bell, Book and Candle 
at the Greenwich Playhouse must have 
worked tirelessly for months. 

In the cosy atmospheric location, 
(unexpectedly above a pub), the cast gave 
a flawless performance. 

The play, directed by Mark Giesser 
and produced by Alces Productions, 
is an old-fashioned, romantic comedy 
based on the 1 950s Broadway hit by John 
Van Druten. Generally regarded as the 
precursor to the successful 1960s TV 
series, Bewitched, it tells the tale of a 
beautiful young witch from Manhattan, 
Gillian Holroyd (Zoe Teverson). With only 
fellow witches and warlocks for company, 
she is bored, frustrated and lonely. 
Secretly she toys with a radical idea: to 
give up her life and become mortal. With 
the aid of her cat, Pyewacket, she casts 
a spell on her neighbour, Shepherd 
Henderson (Stephen Cavanagh) and at 
once he falls deeply in love. Her impish 
brother, Nicky (Duncan Maclnnes) is 
outraged, her Aunt Queenie (Carole 
Street) is supportive and a local author of 
witchcraft. 

Pivotal to the play is the interaction of 
the leadsand in particular, the immediacy 
of their chemistry. Both rise to the 
challenge on roller coasters of emotion,

each swept to the heights and then dashed 
to the ground. Teverson is exceptional. 
Elegant and poised, her articulation is 
immaculate, her velvet-voice alluring 
and the emotional finale very touching. 
Cavanagh is her equal, confident and 
self-assured now desperately devoted, 
now sceptical of her skills but all the 
while effortlessly convincing. Maclnnes, 
the warlock brother, makes the most of 
his role, mischievous and menacing but 
lightening the tone. Everyone plays their 
part, be it large, be it small and Street 
and Sears fit in nicely to this excellent 
quintet. 

Space constraints notwithstanding, the 
staging is remarkable - elegant cushions, 
Art Deco sofas and a mechanical cat 
which meows and moves its paws, and 
the costumes of the era - long flowing 
evening gownswith white glovesto match. 
Giesser stays close to the original script, 
steering clear of the dark implications of 
the title - “ring the bell, close the book, 
quench the candle”, a clear reference to 
excommunication. Instead what he gives 
us is a sparkling night out in a theatrical 
oasis of south-east London. 8/10

OLYMPIC year started early 
for host borough Greenwich 
when Sabrina Sinha won gold 
in the very first event of the 
2012 Balfour Beatty London 
Youth Games, the Under 13s 
race at the cross-country event 
at Parliament Hill Fields. 

Nearly 1,000 young people from 
all over London took part, watched 
by Team GB Olympic marathon 
contender Scott Overall and world 
10,000m champion Mo Farah, who 
both started competing at the 
Youth Games. 

Sabrina, a member of Cambridge 
Harriers and supported by the 
Greenwich Starting Blocks 
charity, completed the 2km course 
in the excellent time of 7 mins 
6 secs, three seconds ahead of 


Wandsworth’s Breagha Campbell 
and Saskia Millard, who took the 
silver and bronze medals. 

“I really enjoyed the race, it 
was my first ever London Youth 
Games event,” said Sabrina. “It 
means a lot to win for Greenwich. 
We have an excellent atmosphere 
with a very supportive team. I 
run a lot for Cambridge Harriers, 
mainly in middle distance and 
cross country.” 

This was the first time Greenwich 
had entered the competition. The 
Under 13s team came fourth and 
the overall position was 13th out 
of 33. 

Cllr John Fahy, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture and 
the Olympics, said: “What a 
great early start to Olympic and 
Paralympic year. Sabrina is an 
athlete of outstanding potential 
and the team did really well to 
finish 13th in their first attempt.” 


Youth Games cross-country race 


Scott Overall, who secured the 
Olympic qualifying time when 
finishing fifth in September’s 
Berlin Marathon, said: “I 
competed in the London Youth 
Games for Richmond. It must 
have been 1996, I think. It’s great 
being back here where I used to 
run, although, the hill isn’t as big 
as I remember it when I was 13! 

“The London Youth Games is 
a great stepping stone. You race 
outside of your school at a young 
age and experience a high level 
of competition. It’s a great start 
to help you to move on to bigger 
things.”
